on the list both In the new caiies and 
tfce deaths which has characterized 
the report since the time when the 
fever waa first officially announced as 
existing here.

42;, total cases to date, 346; deaths, 
6; total deaths to date, 68. 
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HREVEPORT, La., Aug. 1.—Barney Tracey, a traveling man of 
Chicagu, is in the detention camp just outside of the corporate lim- 
its of the city, suffering from yellow fever. There are no other 


cases here. The infection is traced directly to New Orleans, although 
Tracey spent but a- few hours In that city. 


When the existence of the disease at the doors of the city became 


known a panic almost resulted. Several hundred people are leaving on 
the outgoing'trains.
